The production of oil and gasoline 
on a large scale was fully explained 
to the in embers of the Mechanical 
Club when they visited the Imperial 
ou Co.'s refinery yesterday afternoon. 
At tho plant the party waa met by 
Mr. .Mi.i.-cliain, who placed them under 
the care of Messrs T{. Simmons, P. 
babelld and X'. tilngras. ^Vfter a short 
Inlrpdiictory talk tho group visited 
tho various departments, 

Tho crude oil is brought from many 
countries, -principally Peru, Colombia, 
Venezuela nnd Mexico in large tank- 
ers. It Is pumiiod from tho ships Into 
storage tanks ot large caiiaclty, some 
of thoso. tanks arc' 113 feet In dia- 
iiioter and from i-i." lo ■! fee', high. Tho 
crude oil ia a dark fluid and under- 
goes many cliangos before it becomes 
our familiar 'gas.' 

Prom the storag-i tanks the oil Is 
passed .-iicro Jsively thru-ugh a series 
of .'^'.ills liuiU o\-or furnaces which 
ki-:er, th-Mii a; certain dt-flnite l'--mper- 
utiires. In e.acli a certain amount of 
oil v.iporlsies and is caught and con- 
densed. The fir."! two produce "gaso- 
Uiic. The impure gas is pas.«cd to the 
lye cior.iiii r rilaiit where it Is refined. 
The tiili-d .->U11 sives gas oils and tho 
fourth and fifth produco •u'aok'.ng 
oil stock." 

This crticking oil stock U of a dif- 
ferent composltioii than the gasoline 
base and must be broken up before 
being utilized. It is pre-licaled and 
passed under tremendous pressure 
through gas fired furnaces. The mole- 
cules nro broken down and form new 
compouijds Iwhch are gas producers.

Briefly stated, it 
is to develop the water route from Fort Wil- 
liam or Duluth at the head of the Great Lakes 
for 1215 mile? to Mom real jukI from here 1003 
miles to the Sirai!.-* of Belle Isle. 30 that ships of 
25 feet draugln may be enabled to pass through 
from the interior of the continent. 

Heavy freighter.* can now only go a.« far 
east as Port Colhourne where grain must be 
transhipped to lighter 14-feeu dnuigln vessels 
or loaded onto ihc railways. The Welland Canal 
between Lake Erie and Lake Ontario. 25 miles 
in length, on which $115,600,000 has already 
been .«peut ny Canada . will, when completed, 
extend the w«terway east another 247 mile?. 
Thus there -wi).] be a clear run from Fort Wil- 
liam to Port Colbourne, through the canal, 
acro.'^s Lake Ontario to its ea'stern end, and then 
along 67 mUe?. of the St. Lawrence where it 
forms the intcj-naiional boundary. This 67 
miles is a deep .-^low stream i-equiring little ex- 
pense to bring the required depth. 

At Prescott they are already building ele- 
vators to tranship grain to 14-feet draught 
carriers. The distance from Prefvott to Jlont- 
real is only 120 miler. and from Jlontreal to 
the .sea if a 'iO foot channel. Lake St. Francis, a 
deep jake, accounts for 26 miles. 48 miles from 
Chimney Point to the boundary near St. Regis 
shows a drop of 127 feet of which 11.3 feet can 
be de^•eloped tu-give a continuous output of 
1,700,000 H.P. requiring a station with 2,200,- 
■)00 H.P. capacity. Under txi.'^ting treatie.'^ half 
of this belongs lo the United Siatet^, Until the 
courts decide, it is not known whether the Fed- 
eral Governments in each country or the smal- 
ler units of government own these power rights. 
The consent of both countries is neces,$ary to 
the develoimient of this 48 miles which is now 
coveied by a series of Galops, Rapids Plat, 
Farron's Point and Cornwall Canals, merely 14 
feel deeji. 

From St. Rejri^ New Yoi-k. to Montreal is 68 
- miles with a fall of 127 feet which may be util- 
ized to develoj) a quarter of a billion horsepow- 
er, iliis full now being overcome by the Sou- 
langes and Lachiiie canals. These horsepower 
I'ights' are entirely ve.sted in Canada. Again the 
c uii-L- iuive M"i declared in favor of either the 
Dominion ui' t^uebec. 

As to the international aspect. Article 26,

I ,know 
comptrollers with Illusions of gr.and- 
eur who are so autocralJo and dog- 
matic as to regard a well kept sot of 
rc'.'ords .as a higher accomplishment 
and more greatly to bo desired than 
the economic construction of plant 
or the proper .administration -'Of a 
liusiu'.-fs. .Viul yet, r.ol .vithstalidiii.'f 
] llitlr iiiihi iprul linl.'poiidencc, each

pcrty and mninlonnnc'o acco^lnts. 

1 know one largo railroad company 
which, until lecenlly, was ch.arging 
depreciation on its power nnd equip 
mom ut tho annual ralo of one-fourth 
of 'one per cent of Its cost, thus by the 
scratch of a pen oxtunding the naliirnt 
life of a freight car from, say, twenty 
ytars to tile ultoniuilod life of four 
hundred years,— an eloiiK,alion which 
took some slight ilhci-ty with tho iiltl- 
m.ato olastio limit of crodulil}''; and 
not sallsflcd w-ilh • that' accounting 
inaslerpleoe, iliey wmn even claliiiluK

In any 
case, it must be dcductiid before ar- 
riving .at a sound net income. On the 
other hand, sinking fund payments 
are not an operating expense at all; 
tiiey merely constitute one form ot 
dlspojltlon of corporate net Income, 
and they have no significance what- 
ever In terms of physical property de- 
preciation which goes on Just tlie same 
whether tho corporation bo In debt or 
be free from debt. Any manaeer ot a 
company who i.s f.nced with tin. uecos 
slty of property replacemems and debt 
rcduotlon on tho same day should bo 
pretty hard-bulled on the possibility 
of spending tho same dollar twice. 

Having had a. good Presbyterian up- 
bringing, 1 was familiar early in life 
with Iho hymn, beginning '"Blest be 
Iho tlo Hint bind.s"; and after working 
for railroads for a few- years, nnd 
re.aU'/.lng tho iuipcrtaii; functions 
which they were performing, 1 made 
up my miurl that tho railr(>ad ilo wa.s 
Ihc tlo that hinds; that it was doing 
a uiillonni Ji>b of binding together 
tho widely .ncattered producers and 
coiiRumers of this country; and was 
onnbling tho science of trnnsiiortn- 
Hon to perform Its great task of fos- 
tering Iho' growth of commerce in a 
moro or less adéquate lunimer. 

Tho present day civilization of both 
Canada' and the United States may be 
cxprosHcd directly In terms ot rail- 
road freight and passenger traffic, — 
l.ono toii-mlli\s and 100 pnasenper 
miles per annum for overy man, wo- 
man nnd child. And novor boforo In 
Iho world's history has tho Interior 
of n continent been brought Into such 
cliiHB i-oiitact with iln .seaboard as to 
Insure tho perpétuation of a (ilubii- 
govornivent over such vast .areas, hav- 
ing such diversified Interest;).
